Mrs. Waley was arrested June 8 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, when she 
offered one of the ransom bills in 
payment for a purchase in a 10- 
cent store. The arrest of her hus- 
band quickly followed. More than 

000 of the ransom money was 
recovered from a cache near Salt 
Lake City where Waley had hid- 
den it. 

Mrs. Waley was the only witness 
in her own behalf at the trial last 
week. She testified she did not 
know of the kidnaping until after 
the boy had been seized by her hus- 
band and Dainard. Afterward, she 
said, she was afraid to betray them.

PARIS, July 17.—A 10 per cent 
reduction in Government expendi- 
tures and heavy taxation on big in- 
comes were ordered today in decree 
laws, promulgated by Premier 
Pierre Laval in an effort to balance 
the budget. 

Government employes and war 
veterans immediately threatened to 
protest, the latter considering a 
demonstration in the Bois de Bou- 
logne Friday or Saturday. 

Estimates of the economies and 
new revenues varied, but the Gov- 


ernment indicated it expected to cut 
at least 10 billion francs ($660.- 
000,000) from the 1935 deficit of 
11 billion francs ($736,000,000). 

Profits from war industries and 
unregistered securities were taxed 
heavily, as were big incomes. Pro- 
visions were made for a compensat- 
ing cut in the cost of living. 

The price of coal was reduced 5 
to 15 per cent. The bread price was 
reduced 10 centimes a kilogram, or 
roughly three-tenth of a cent a 
pound, making the price 5 cents a 
pound. 

Unions of functionaries hinted at 
the possibility of demonstrations 
and perhaps strikes, before the de- 
;crees were announced. Salaries 
above 10,000 francs a year were cut 
10 per cent. Lower salaries were 
reduced 3 to 5 per cent. 

Spokesmen for both the employes 
and the veterans announced they 
would decide on their course of ac- 
tion only after close study of the 
decrees. Premier Laval had pre- 
dicted discontent over the “sacri- 
fices” by asserting “all Frenchmen 
must be equally discontented.” 

The decrees affect virtually every- 
one in France, either directly or 
through the industries which supply 
the Government and those for 
which prices were ordered reduced. 

The decree laws numbered 28, 
Twenty of them provided for econo- 
mies estimated to effect an eventual] 
saving of 10,959,000,000 francs. The 
other eight contains measures de- 
signed to increase taxation, reduce 
the cost of living and boost trade. 

Foreigners are exempted from the 
10 per cent reduction in interest 
on the securities they hold.

Secretary of Treasury Says 
Law Forbidding Gold 
Clause Damage Suits 
Would Help It. 


SENATOR DOUBTS IT 
AND ARGUES POINT 


Bill Would Remove Worry 
of Administration but 
Not That of Prospective 
Investor, He Comments.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
told a skeptical Senate Committee 
today that the administration’s 
proposal to forbid damage suits 
against the Government based on 
devaluation of the dollar would im- 


prove Federal credit. Morgenthau 
gave this as his opinion in reply to 
a question by Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia. 

“You think it will help Govern- 
ment credit to formally notify 
creditors that the Government re- 
serves the right to repudiate its in- 
debtedness?” Glass asked. 

“It will remove the _ possibility 
hanging over the Treasury of these 
possible suits,” Morgenthau ‘said 
firmly. 

“I want to know why it will im- 
prove the credit of the Government 
to imply there is no moral turpi- 
in repudiation?” Glass per- 


“With the possibility of these 
suits hanging over our heads, it 
can't help but be a source of worry 
‘because there may be a deluge of 
them,” Morgenthau said. 

“It removes your worry,” Glass 
commented, “but does it remove the 
worry of those who might contem- 
plate buying Government securi- 
ties?” 

“The bill 
will pay 100 cents on the 
Morgenthau replied. 

Earlier, answering questions by 
Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
Morgenthau testified that during 
the current fiscal year the Govern- 
ment expected to be obliged to bor- 
row $9,000,000,000. Of this $5,000,- 
000,000 would be _ refunding and 
$4,000,000,000 new borrowing. 

Morgenthau said the $5,000,000,000 
of obligations to be refunded in- 
cluded $1,278,000,000 of Liberty 
bonds and $550,000,000 of notes with 
the gold clause obligation. These 
maturities, he said, would leave 
about $8,000,000,000 of gold clause 
obligations outstanding. 

He scoffed at fears that these 
would be presented in a great rush 
to the Treasury for cash. 

“I'd be willing to say,” Morgen- 
thau went‘on, “that if Congress 
passes this resolution, I'll assume 
the moral obligations of meeting 
any bonds that are offered.”

Processing Tax on Flaxseed 
Rejected — Committee

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Revers- 
ing its action of yesterday, the Sen- 
ate voted, 44 to 41, today to strike 
price-fixing provisions from the ad- 
ministration’s AAA amendments. 

The vote was regarded as a set- 
back for administration forces, 
which had called the price-fixing 
section a major part of the bill. The 
rejected provision had been placed 
in the legislation yesterday by a 
Senate vote of 40 to 38. 

Opponents of price-fixing gave 
notice that other language in the 
bill, written by the House and 
touching on the same issue, would 


be taken up as soon as other Sen-|! 


ate amendments were out of the 
way. 

The vote to reconsider drew a 
protest from Chairman Smith 
(Dem.), South Carolina, of the 
Agriculture Committee. He de- 
clared the price fixing section was 
only a protection for farmers, al- 
though its phrasing stated that 
handlers of farm products would 
have a voice in application of the 
policy. 

To speed action the Senate agreed 
to limit debate to half an hour on 
the bill itself and 15 minutes on 
amendments. 

Senator Robinson, the Democrat- 
ic leader, obtained the agreement a3 
the Senate neared the end of a 
week‘s debate on the administra- 
tion measure, with little accom- 
plished. 3 

The Senate voted, 49 to 33, to 
strike out a 35-cents-a-bushel proc- 
essing tax on flaxseed. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee reported out an 
amendment to put potatoes under 4 
crop control program. The amend- 
ment would permit the Secretary 
of Agriculture to prescribe’ state 
and farm quotas for potatoes based 
on average production. For any 
production in excess of this, a tax 
of three-fourths of a cent a pound 
would be attached. The amend- 
ment was said to have been ap- 
proved by three potato growing 
sections, Maine, Idaho and North 
Carolina. 

By a vote of 42 to 40 the Senate 
approved a 25-cents-a-bushel proc- 
essing tax on barley, overriding a 
motion by Senator Guffey (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, to strike it out. 

Senators from farm states de- 
plored the Guffey move as aimed 
only at protecting brewers. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment by Senator Shipstead (Far- 
mer-Labor), Minnesota, for taxes 
on perilla seed and hemp seed to 
compensate for the proposed flax- 
seed tax of 35 cents a bushel, The 
rate on perilla would be the same 
as on flax. The levy on hemp 
would be 84 per cent of it. 


BRITISH ROBOT PLANE SHOT

A witness quoted Herron as say- 
ing he (Herron) had received orders 
to destroy lobby records in his of- 
fice. 

Although subpenaed by telegram 
yesterday afternoon, Herron did not 
arrive today. Instead, he wired the 
committee: “Due to lack of funds 
and the lateness of your telegram, 
will not be able to appear on time.”

Britain Expected to Permit Arms 
Shipments to Ethiopia. 


LONDON, July 17.—Usually well- 
informed quarters hinted today 
that the British Government might 
soon permit the “legitimate” ship- 
ment of arms to Ethiopia, following 
the receipt of communications from 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

It was said that the Emperor had 
sent official documents from Addis 
Ababa, attesting to his empire's 
need of two arms shipments held 
up here by the British Government. 
The Emperor was said to have 
stated that the arms were “for the 
legitimate use of the Ethiopian 
army.” Since this statement con- 
forms to treaty provisions, it was 
said that Sir Samuel Hoare, For- 
eign Secretary, might approve the 
requests for arms shipment permits. 
The applications for permits were 
held up recently on the ground that 
they were “incomplete’—minus the 
official Ethiopian signatures. 
Malcolm MacDonald, Colonial 
Secretary, told the House of Com- 
mons today that Great Britain’s 
military forces in Kenya, which 
borders on both Ethiopia and Ital- 
ian Somaliland, had “been partially 
redistributed in view of the possi-

SOVIET PACT CREATES 
JOBS, ROOSEVELT SAYS 


Thinks Lowering of Tariff on 
Manganese Will Boost 
Steel Output. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—Rresi- 
dent Roosevelt today expressed be- 


lief the Russian and Brazilian trade 
agreements would result in in- 
creased employment in this coun- 
try. 

The agreement with the Soviet 

Union, under which Russia agrees 
to buy $30,000,000 worth of goods 
from this country during the next 
12 .months, has been attacked 
sharply in the Senate. Soon after 
it was concluded Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada proposed repeal] of 
the law on which the new deal’s 
reciprocal tariff policy is based. 
_ Discussing the lowering of the 
American tariff on manganese in 
the Russian pact, Roosevelt said at 
his regular press conference he 
thought many more men would be 
put to work making steel products 
than if only domestic manganese 
were consumed. 

Under a high tariff barrier he be- 
lieves the cost of steel products 
would be increased excessively be- 
cause of the limited mdnganese 
supply in this country. The cost 
would be as much as 50 times more 
than the earnings of the few em- 
ployed in manganese production, he 
declared. 

He said the increased purchas- 
ing power of workers who would 
be employed making steel. products 
with a plentiful supply of man- 
ganese would put 10 times as many 
to work in this country as might 
be employed in American mangan- 
ese fields.

The questions Brewster and Cor- 
coran were trying to solve, when, 
according to Brewster, Corcoran 
demanded that he vote for’ the 
“death sentence” in the holding 
company bill, was when and how 
the Maine Legislature would set up 
a Passamaquoddy Power Author- 
ity to have nominal supervision of 
and title to this unique Federal 
work relief project. State legisla- 
tion is necessary, in the opinion of 
Federal officials, because the na- 
tional government has no express 
constitutional authority to engage 
directly in the production of power 
for commercial purposes by har- 
nessing the tides. The dual nature 
of the American governmental sys- 
tem makes it advisable if not nec- 
essary for the State, by a legal 
device, to have nominal control of 
the project. Furthermore the Fed- 
eral Government could not take 
over any of the State’s property 
without the State’s consent. 

Constitutional Limitations. 

Stated in the widest terms, the 
Constitution, from which the Na- 
tional Government gets all of its 
powers, does not directly authorize 
the Federal Government to sell pow- 
er from a “tide-trap” built with 
Federal funds. The Passamaquoddy 
project is not for the national de- 
fense, for navigation or rivers and 
harbors improvement, but is 
avowedly for experimenting with 
tides as an unemployment relief 
measure. Muscle Shoals was built 
as @ war measure and its successor 
Tennessee Valley Authority relies 
partly on national defense and 
navigation and flood control prece- 
dents. Boulder Dam is presumed 
to be for the purposes of flood con- 
trol. Other power projects are 
linked with irrigation of Govern- 
ment-owned land. Passamaquoddy, 
at present at least, can rely on none 
of these constitutional grounds. 

For this and other reasons, Pub- 
lic Works Administrator Ickes re- 
fused to approve the.Maine project 
as part of the original PWA pro- 
gram. When the $4,000,000,000 work- 
relief appropriation became avail- 
able, however, President Roosevcit 
allotted the funds and turned the 
work over to the army engineers. 

Construction Under Way. 

Construction has been started, al- 
though the legal and political ques- 
tions have not been solved. Last 
spring a bill was introduced in the 
Maine Legislature to create a Passa- 
maquoddy power authority, but it 
was not pushed and the Legislature 
adjourned without passing it. 

Corcoran and Brewster were 
working on this proposed legislation 
during the House debate on the 
holding company bill. Some ad- 
ministration officials have insist- 
ed that the Maine Legislature be 
called into special session to act on 
the authority legislation because 
the next regular session will not be 
held until 1937. Corcoran said 
Brewster promised to use his influ- 
ence as a former Governor of 
Maine to have the question settled 
at once, 

The power authority, if it is ever 
created, will be a legal device to 
permit the Federal Government ito 
complete the project. This author- 
ity, a board of an undetermined 
number of members, would nomi- 
nally supervise the work, althouzh 
the actual work will be done by th2 
army engineers. After the work is 
completed, according to the present 
plans, which include an authority, 
the authority would eventually get 
title to the project—after it had 
been paid for out of revenues. 
State of Maine, officials say, would 
not be obligated in any way by the 
authority. While the Governor, and 
perhaps the Legislature, might 
name the members of the authority, 
they would, of course, have to be 
acceptable to the Federal Govern-

WOULD ELIMINATE 
PULLMAN SURCHARGE 


Extraordinary Measures 
Necessary if Roads Are to 
Regain Lost Traffic, Re- 


port Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—An ex- 
aminer’s report to the Interstate 


Commerce Commission today held 
the present basic passenger fare 
railroad rate structure throughout 
the country to be unreasonable. It 
is 3.6 cents a mile per passenger. 

The report, made after an exten- 
sive investigation, recommended as 
a reasonable maximum future fare 
basis a rate of 2 cents a mile in 
coaches and 3 cents in Pullmans. 

It found the Pullman surcharge 
to be unreasonable and recommend- 
ed its elimination. Extra fares 
charged for extraordinary and sup- 
plemental Pullman service were 
held not to be illegal or improper. 

Examiner Irving L. Koch in the 
report added that low experimen- 
tal fare bases in the Southern 
and Western districts were not un- 
reasonable or otherwise unlawful. 

Before action is taken by the 
commission on the recommenda- 
tions further hearings will be held 
by the full commission beginning 
Oct. 3. 

Decline in Revenues. 

The report asserted passenger 
revenues declined so severely be- 
fore and during the depression that 
extraordinary®, measures are im- 
perative if railroads are to regain 
their former traffic and insure a rea- 
sonable share of increased future 
traffic. 

It said the railroads cannot hope 
to regain business except at fares 
more nearly commensurate with 
the price and convenience of travel 
by highway and with changed eco- 
nomic conditions, 

Efforts by railroads to stem the 
decline by improved service and 
facilities were termed relatively un- 
successful. Favorable revenue re- 
sults were listed from experiments 
in reduced fares in the Southern 
and Western districts. 

The report continued that these 
improved revenue results were due 
largely to reduced fares and not to 
improved business conditions. 

Minimum Spread Proposed. 

“Considering the greater costs to 
the railroads for furnishing Pull- 
man service than for coach service 
and the greater effect of highway 
competition upon the coach service 
than upon the Pullman service,” 
the report said. “A spread of 50 
per cent or 1 cent per mile between 
one way fares for the two services, 
is the minimum that should be 
applied by the railroads generally. 

“A maximum fare basis, one way 
and round trip, for general appli- 
cation, of 2 cents per mile in coaches 
and 3 cents per mile in Pullmans 
would be most likely to lessen the 
transportation burden of the rail- 
roads and to harmonize with pres- 
ent-day economic conditions, with 
consequent fuller assurance to the 
railroads of realizing a fair return 
on their investment.” 

Pullman Surcharge. 

Of the Pullman surcharge, the 
report said it had “met with such 
marked public resistance that it 
was resulting in greater injury 
than benefit” to the railroads. 

It added that extra fares main- 
tained by some of the lines for 
extraordinary Pullman service be- 
tween large cities “appear to be 

beneficial and desirable’ to both 

the railroads and the public “pro- 
vided that passenger service ren- 
dered between the same points at 
regular fares is adequate.”

Jeffries 
must have been something of a 
miracle man physically to even 
get a crack at the title; for, 
up to the time he fought Fitz 
the first time, he had had but 10 
public fights in his entire career.

80,500 REFUGEES REPORTED 
TO HAVE FLED FROM NAZIS 


High Commissioner 


for Them Suggests 


League of Nations Assume Responsibility 
For Their Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 17.—James 


McDonald, New York, High Com- 
missioner for refugees coming 
from Germany, reported to the gov- 
erning body of the commission to- 
day that 80,500 persons, mainly Jews, 
have quit Germany since the Hitler 
accession. He and Viscount Cecil 
of Chelwood, chairman of the com- 
mission, suggested the situation re- 
quired that the League of Nations 
step in to assume direct responsibil- 
ity for the relief and rehabilitation 
of German refugees. 

McDonald told the commission 
of the formation in the United 
States of a refugee economic cor- 
poration with a capital of $10,000,- 
000, but said only $1,250,000 thus 
far had been subscribed. He said 
that contributions from over the 
world to the general fund for re- 
lief since April, 1933, amounted to 
about $10,000,000, with the Jews 
of the United States contributing 
the largest amount, $3,000,000, and 
the Jews of Great Britain giving 
$2,500,000. He said the Rockefeller 
Foundation had assisted in raising 
money. 

“What has been done and what 
remains to be done,” McDonald re- 
ported, “make this an appropriate 
time to suggest a basis for the def- 
inite liquidation at the end of this 
year of the High Commission for 
Refugees coming from Germany 
and the transfer of its responsi- 
bility to a new organization direct- 
ly responsible to the League of Na- 
tions. 

Work Two-Thirds Done. 

“The work of the high commis- 
sion—the negotiation and direction 
of international collaboration on 
behalf of German refugees—is now 
two-thirds done. For this measure 
of accomplishment nearly’ the 
whole credit is due to those _ pri- 
vate organizations and individuals, 
Jewish and non-Jewish, whose de- 
voted and ceaseless activities in 
many parts of the world have 
helped to make possible the settle- 
ment of about 36,000 refugees, the 
repatriation in Central and Eastern 
Europe of 18,000, and the establish- 
ment elsewhere of 5000 to 10,000 
more. . 

“It is estimated that of the total 
number, about 80,000 of refugees 
and emigrants from Germany 
since January, 1933, approximately 
15,000 are still unplaced.

“The plight of thousands of these 
now is grave. They and others 
must soon become desperate unless 
the present tendency to deny to un- 
settled refugees opportunities to 
work, is reversed. The task that 
remains or that will remain at the 
end of this year would be increas- 
ingly difficult for an organization 
such as ours, set up as an autono- 
mous body separate from the 
League. 

Says League Aid Is Essential. 

“I see no prospects that this task 
can be carried forward to comple- 
tion except under the direction of 
an organization created by the 
League of Nations as an integral 
part of the League system, and em- 
powered to act on behalf of all the 
categories of refugees—Russians, 
Armenians, Assyrians and others 
as well as Germans.” 

The report showed that about 
1000 refugees have immigrated 
monthly to Palestine and that 27,- 
000 have taken up their residence 
there. The next largest number 
which traveled overseas have gone 
to the United States, where 6000 
have settled. Three thousand have 
gone to South American countries. 

France has absorbed the great- 
est number which have remained in 
European countries, taking in 10,- 
000. The Netherlands have taken 
4000, Great Britain 2500, and small- 
er numbers have gone to virtually 
all other European nations. 

McDonald reported that the mere 
work of relief absorbed much of 
the philanthropic contributions dur- 
ing the first year of the commis- 
sion’s work. During the last year, 
he said, the greater part of the 
money has been applied “for con- 
structive purposes of emigration 
and settlement and of restraining 
with a view to settlement.” 

He said the present scarcity of 
relief contributions put thousands 
of the refugees in Paris, Praha and 
other points in “a grave position.” 

Difficult for Non-Jews. 

“The position,” he declared, “is 
particularly diffieult for the non- 
Jews in these places, because of the 
failure of the Christian bodies hith- 
erto, with the splendid exception of 
the Quakers, to raise funds for as- 
sistance.” 

McDonald reported favorably on 
the possibilities for enlarged refu- 
gee settlement in South America as 
a territory where the refugees may 
get new starts in life.

NAZIS TAKE SIE 
10 PREVENT NeW 
ANTLIEWISH RIOTS 


Strong Police Forces Sta- 
tioned in Berlin’s West 
End, Scene of Monday’s 
Attacks by Mob. |

BERLIN, Juiy i7.—Nazi Govern- 
ment officials anuounced today they 
were taking steps to prevent recur- 
rence of anti-Jewish riots, express- 
ing regret at the reaction abroad 
to the latest demonstrations. 

Wilhelmstrasse circles, admitting 
the outbreak of attacks caused a 
bad impression both abroad and on 
foreigners here, sought to white- 


wash the Nazi movement, attribu- 
ting the riots to “subversive ele- 
ments.” 

Strong police forces . patrolled 
Kurfuerstendamm boulevard and 
other streets of the fashionable 
West End section, where Jew-bait- 
ing by a mob led to violence Mon- 
day. Storm troopers were instruct- 
ed to wear their uniforms hence- 
forth when appearing in public. 

Fears of a rcnewal of the at- 
tacks prevailed among Jews, how- 
ever, although a steady downpour 
early today drove crowds to their 
homes. No further’ serious inci- 
dents were reported. 

Hitler Visits Scene of Riots. 


Reichsfuehrer Hitler patroled 
Kurfuerstendamm last night 
to see that there was no new out- 
break. He twice rode up and down 
the thoroughfare in an automobile. 
He was dressed in a white raincoat 
and white traveling cap, and was 
accompanied by adjutants and se- 
cret service men, 

The Essener National Zeitung ap- 
peared” again with a demand that 
Jews be eliminated from German 
business life.

15-TON FIGHTING PLANE 
READY FOR TEST FLIGHT 


Ship Built for Army at Seattle Said 
to Be Largest Ever Made in 
U. S.; Wing Spread 105 Feet,

SEATTLE, Wash., July 17. — A 
fighting plane, described by its 
builders as the largest land plane 
ever made in the United States, 
awaited tests here today before 
being submitted to the Army Air 
Corps.

Defense of the Social Security Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial of June 30, raising ob- 

jections to the social security bill, now 

before a conference committee of the 
Senate and House, contains six main 
points with which we would like to take 
issue. We believe these objections to be 
either unsound or impossible of circum- 
vention under the existing distribution of 
governmental power. 

The first point you raise is that 
proposed law excludes agricultural, do- 
mestic, casual laborers and others. We 
recognize the limitations thus created, 
but believe they were drawn because this 
was a necessity for the time being. Ob- 
viously, many of the persons you name 
cannot be covered in an insurance meas- 
ure, while other groups may be included 
after more actuarial and administrative 
experience has been gained. Such has 
been the course of events in other coun- 
tries, notably England. 

Your second point is an objection to 
the diversity of state unemployment 
compensation plans which the bill leaves 
possible. We do not think differences 
will be as disturbing as you indicate, The 
bill requires the approval by the Federal 
Social Security Board of state plans as 
a condition of awarding Federal aid and 
the abatement of Federal payroll taxes 
upon employers contributing to such 
plans. Administrative features of state 
plans can thus be controlled. If, how- 
ever, you advocate uniform social legis- 
lation in the United States, you - would 
have to work for commensurate enlarge- 
ment of Federal power, which we believe 
to be of no value unless it is granted 
with the consent of the nation. 

Thirdly, you doubt the constitutionality 
of the use of the Federal taxing power 
for other than fiscal purposes. Under 
the existing legal set-up, the risk of con- 
stitutional invalidity must be run and, 
in the absence of a constituti6nal amend- 
ment as mentioned above, would be pres- 
ent under any proposal. Apparently the 
administration’s lawyers believe this risk 
to be at a minimum in the bill. 

Your fourth point objects to the eco- 
nomic effects of Treasury management 
of the unemployment and old-age reserve 
funds. Such management undoubtedly 
will require skill, but where is this skill 
more likely to be found than in the Fed- 
eral Treasury? The economic effects of 
these funds, moreover, may be different 
from what you describe them, yet should 
act as a stabilizer if handled correctly. 

If the reserve funds collect contribu- 
tions, they thus impound purchasing 
power and deflate to that extent. If this 
happens during a boom period, it should 
be a brake on the general expansion 
taking place during such a time. But in 
a depression, the deflation of purchasing 
power would immediately be counterbal- 
anced by the fund’s purchase of bonds 
from the Government necessary to pay 
out increased claims, thus spending 
money and, we emphasize, releasing it 
into places of the national economy 
,where it is most needed. 

Even if, as you seem to fear, in times 
of extraordinary demand the Government 
used the proceeds of general taxation or 
of the sale of other bonds to the public 
to make payments from the social secur- 
ity funds, you would still have the same 
reflating effects in times of depression as 
from any other Government spending. 

Your fifth point is an objection to the 
probable inadequacy of the old-age rev- 
enue fund in the future. If your pre- 
diction is correct, the result will be Gov- 

' ernment contribution to the fund—a 
feature of old-age pension administration 
in other countries. Incidentally, your 
objection on this score contradicts your 
first objection, that the benefits will not 
be more widely spread. 

Your sixth point is an objection to pos- 
sible political manipulation of the fund. 
This is the same objection often raised 
to the administration’s banking bill, par- 
ticularly its credit control features, which 
we thought the Post-Dispatch favored. 
We believe the objection in this case to 
be unsound. : 

The main proposition with regard to 
the social security bill which we wish to 
emphasize is that it does represent an 
excellent beginning in a necessary direc- 
tion upon which all believers in social 
progress should unite. Further legisla- 
tion, both for recovery and for reform, 
and future amendments to the bill if it 
becomes a law, will, of course, be neces- 
sary.

FARMING AND THE PROCESSING TAX. 

Following an opinion by a Federal District Court 
in Massachusetts that the processing tax is con- 
stitutional, a Federal Circuit Court of Appeals in the 
same State holds by a 2-to-1 vote that the tax is 
unconstitutional. Both decisions were in the Hoosac 
Mills case. 

This difference of opinion is widespread in the 
country. It will have to be settled by the United 
States Supreme Court. The appeal Judges who re- 
versed the original decision in the Hoosac Mills 
case did not attempt to identify the nature of the tax 
itself. They found it unconstitutional without doing 
so, on the grounds (1) that the Federal legislature has 
no authority to regulate production in the states, 
and (2) that the tax is an unconstitutional delegation 
of powers. 

Since the processing tax is the heart of the farm 
plan, the outcome of this controversy involves the 
plan itself. Secretary Wallace has insisted that the 
plan is a makeshift. He has persistently refused 
to claim that it is a permanent solution of the agri- 
cultural problem, or that it is anything better than 
a subsidy for agriculture, balancing the subsidy 
which industry enjoys from the tariff. The processing 
tax has been called a farmers’ tariff. 

It is, in our judgment, somewhat beside the point 
to make the tax itself the test of the farm plan. This 
makes an interesting question at law; but if the farm 
plan is invalidated, agriculture will press for some 
other means of balancing its fortunes with those of 
industry. The necessity for a permanent national 
policy is therefore of far more importance than the 
constitutionality of the processing tax. We are not 
rash enough to predict the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court on this moot question. That 
court said in the second child labor decision: 


Out of the proper respect for the acts of a co- 
ordinate branch of the Government, this court 
has gone far to sustain taxing acts as such, even 
though there has been ground for suspecting, 
from the weight of the tax, it was intended to 


destroy its subject. 

The court also said in the same opinion that taxes 
“do not lose their character because of incidental 
motives.” Its objection@to the tax upon goods pro- 
duced by child labor was that it lost its character as 
a tax and became a mere penalty, with the charac- 
teristics of regulation and punishment. The process- 
ing tax is for the purpose of obtaining revenue to 
give the farmers. Its weakness constitutionally is 
that it has a social motive. In the railway pension 
case, the United States Supreme Court set its face

More on the Tax Muddle 


N proposing to lay a tax graduated ac- 
| coraing to the size of corporation income, 

the President gave a number of reasons. 
It may be useful to analyze his arguments 
with a view to finding out whether they fur- 
nish to Congress a clear policy of legisla- 
tion. 

The President begins with a tribute to 
those large-scale enterprises which have 
brought about “substantial economies: and 
lower prices.” . 

We may assume from this that he thinks 
well of those big corporations which have 
passed on to the consumer the benefits of 
economies in mass production. It would fol- 
low that he thinks badly of those big cor- 
porations which have not lowered their 
prices, either because they have achieved no 
economies or because they have exploited a 
monopolistic contro] of prices, This line of 
thought would lead to the idea, possibly a 
very fruitful idea, that it is not size as such, 
but a monopolistic price policy which should 
be attacked through legislation and a mod- 


ernized Sherman Act. 


However, as the President proceeds with 
his argument, he drops this distinction be- 
tween size which benefits the consumer and 
size which exploits him. The President then 
argues that small enterprise is inherently 
desirable and that size is inherently evil be- 
cause “size begets monopoly.” He, therefore, 
takes the position that because size tends to 
beget monopoly, size should be penalized, 
even though it has not begotten monopoly. 

Having taken an unqualified stand against 
size rather than against monopoly, the Pres- 
ident then invokes, as an additional reason 
for the graduated tax, the principle of ability 
to pay. He argues that a large corporation 
income can pay a larger tax than a smaller 
income, This is true. If there is more in- 
come, more can be paid. Yet the larger to- 
tal income of a big corporation may repre- 
sent a smaller profit and a smaller real in- 
come on the capital invested than the small- 
er income of a smaller corporation. 

The President seems to have confused the 
ability of a corporation to pay with the abil- 
ity of individuals to pay. He has treated a 
corporation, which is an artificial person, as 
if it were a real person. He would graduate 
his tax, not according to the ability of real 
persons to pay, but of a soulless organization 
which in itself has only the ability to pay out 
the income of its owners. 

Thus a man of moderate means owning 
shares in a big corporation would be taxed 
at a higher rate than a rich man owning 
shares in a smaller corporation. That this 
proposal is really contrary to the principle 
of ability to pay may be shown, I think, by 
an illustration which will commend itself 
to all those who, like the President, have in 
the past opposed the sales tax. 

, + 


There is no doubt that if you take the na- 
tion as a whole, treating it as one corporate 
entity, a universal sales tax woule yield the 
largest possible revenues, because it would 
tax the largest number of individuals and 
the largest total mass income. The ability 
of the nation as a nation to pay would be 
enormous. But such a tax would impose the 
heaviest burden on those who, as individuals, 
have the smallest ability to pay. 

The ability of individuals to pay and the 
ability of a collective mass to pay are not 
only different things but contradictory. To 
graduate taxes on individual incomes is to 


make the burden proportionate to the _ in- 
comes. To graduate them according to the 
size of the pool in which many individual 
incomes happen to be collected is to tax 
men, not in proportion to their ability, but 
because they invested in large corporations 
rather than in small ones. 

That might be a desirable policy if the 
purpose is to penalize investment in big cor- 
porations. But it should not be confused 
with the absolutely different policy of tax- 
ing individuals on the basis of their ability 
to pay.

The underlying confusions in this section 
of the tax program are superimposed upon 
the confusion of the program as a whole. 
The President does not seem to know, and 
Congress does not know, the purpose of 
these new taxes. One day, the emphasis is 
on revenue, but since the new budget is not 
available, no one knows how much revenue 
needs to be raised. At other times, the em- 
phasis is on the redistribution of income, but 
no one in Washington will touch with a 10- 
foot pole the vital question of substituting 
visible for invisible taxes, as the indispensa- 
ble safeguard in a policy of redistribution. 

The President recognizes some virtue in 
corporate size, but in his proposals, he would 
penalize indiscriminately the virtues and the 
vices of size. He invokes the ability to pay 
as a principle and proposes a tax which in 
fact denies that principle. 

My friend, Mark Sullivan, may see in all 
this the deep planning of a highly intel- 
lectualized Brain Trust. But to my eye, it 
looks much more like the absence of any 
plan and the lack of intellectual effort, the 
work of tired brains, relying on their wishes 
and their prejudices and throwing out casual 
suggestions which they are too hot and both- 
ered to think about.

HERE i8 no such thing as an 
T even break for this administra- 
tion in reactionary publicity.

I made a speech at the University 
of Virginia Friday. It was on the 
same platform with Congressman 
Wadsworth. He attacked the ad- 
ministration. I defended it. It was 
broadcast by NBC and announced 
as a “debate,” although, for the 
most part, it was just two speeches. 

On the national hook-up they 
fave the ex-Senator 42 minutes 
and took his full speech. Without 
any explanation to the radio audi- 
ence, they cut me off after 16 min- 
utes, although on three or four sta- 
tions they did carry the reply 31 
Minutes. 

My speech, which was announced 
for broadcast as a defense in de- 
bate of the New Deal, consisted of 
three parts.

Are Selected 


New Issue to Picture Pagan 
Mythology — German Is- 
sue. 


JURY appointed by the Greek 
Government to select and ap- 
prove designs for the new air- 
mail stamp series has made a selec- 
tion and have sent the designs to 
London to be engraved. The de- 
signs are based on Greek mythol- 
ogy. It is planned to make these 
stamps in several colors. The sub- 
jects chosen are: 1d, the chariot of 
Apollo riding through the heavens 
drawn by four horses; 2d, Iris, the 
messenger of the gods, flying; 5d, 
Daedalus making wings for his son, 
Icarus; 7d, Athena taming Pegasus; 
10d, Hermes, messenger of the 
gods; 25d, Zeus in the form of an 
eagle carrying Ganymede to Olym- 
pus; 30d, Triptolemus in a chariot 
borne by winged serpents; 50d, Bel- 
lerophon with Pegasus; 100d, the 
ram of the Golden Fleece flying 
over the Hellespont with Phrixus 
and Helle, cousins of Jason. 


Musicians Honored. 


A new series of special stamps 
has been issued by Germany to 
honor the memory of famous musi- 
cians. The 6pf green pictures Hein- 
rich Schuetz, with the dates 1585- 
1935; the 12pf brown red, Johann 
Sebastian Bach, 1695-1935; the 25pf 
ultra-marine, Handel with the dates 
1695-1935.

Pea Souffle with Lobster Sauce 
Cheese Biscuits 
Stuffed Cucumber Salad 
Russian Chocolate 


Pea Souffle. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-fourth cup of flour. 

One-third cup of milk. 

One-third cup of liquid in which 
peas were cooked. 

One and one-fourth cup of pea 
pulp. 

One tablespoon of scraped onion. 

Three eggs. 

Salt and pepper. 

Melt the butter, stir in the flour 
and gradually add the milk and 
vegetable liquid and cool until 
thickened. Cool slightly. Add the 
egg yolks one at the time, beating 
until the three are used, then the 
pea pulp and lastly fold in the 
stiffly beaten whites. Pour into a 
well-buttered ring mold and bake 
in a pan of water, not allowing wat- 
er in pan to boil until firm. About 
45 minutes. Unmold, and fill cen- 
ter with a lobster sauce. 

Lobster Sauce. 

Cut one cup of lobster meat into 
pieces and fry in butter until yel- 
low, but not brown. Make a cream 
sauce, using two generous table- 
spoons of butter, two rounded ta- 
blespoons of flour and one and a 
half cups of milk. Season with 
salt and pepper. Cook until] smooth 
and thickened, then add one-half 
cup of finely chopped and slightly 
cooked celery and the lobster meat 
and reheat, 

Cheese Biscuits. 

Two cups of flour. 

Four teaspoonsjof baking power. 

One teaspoon of salt. 

Two tablespoons of lard. 

Two-thirds to one cup of milk. 

Three-fourths jcup of grated 
cheese. : 

Sift the flour, isalt and baking 
powder together and with the fin- 
ger tips work in the shortening. 
Gradually mix in the milk and 
grated cheese to form a soft dough. 
Roll out on a floured board and 
cut into small rounds. Place on a 
greased pan and bake in a hot oven 
10 to 15 minutes. : 

Stuffed Cucumber Salad. 

Peel and split small well rounded 
cucumbers and hollow out and soak 
in ice water for one hour. Drain 
and marinate in French dressing. 
Drain and fill with the following: 

Chop one cup of the solid part of 
firm, ripe tomatoes. Season highly 
with salt and freshly ground pep- 
per, add two or three finely sliced 
spring onions, one cup of finely cut 
celery and a little minced parsley, 
Toss together and place in cucum- 
ber boats. Over all pour a boiled 
dressing. 

Boiled Dressing. 

One teaspoon of dry mustard. 

One teaspoon of salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon of paprika. 

Yolks of three eggs. 

; Four tablespoons of melted but- 
er. 

Two tablespoons of vinegar. 

One-half cup of cream. 

Two tablespoons of lemon juice. 

Mix seasonings together, add egg 
yolks; Stir well and add slowly the 
butter, vinegar and lemon juice. 
Cook in a double until the consist- 
ency of soft custard. Cool and just 
before serving add the stiffly beat- 
en cream. 

Russian Chocolate. 

Melt one ounce of bitter choco- 
late in a double boiler with one cup 
of cream. After it is melted add 
two tablespoons of sugar. Pour 
into this three cups of strong cof- 
fee and let cook slowly in a double 
boiler for one-half hour. Cool. Add 
one pint of vanilla ice cream and 
beat with a rotary beater until the 
ice cream has melted and all is very 
frothy. Serve in tall glasses.

- CHAPTER THREE, 


Investigation’s workings will 
that there is no. need 
for a super-police force to 
take precedence over all local 
units. Crime can best be beaten by 
those who know it in the localities 
where it has occurred, plus the aid 
of a far-flung body, equipped to 
leap into action wherever and 
whenever needed. The downfall 
of the Touhy gang is an excellent 
example. 

Around Chicago, the Touhy gang 
was known as “The Terrible Tou- 
hys,” partly because of its various 
misdeeds and partly because of the 
fad for gangster alliteration. Apart- 
ment-house owners, neighbors, 
tradesmen, tailors, rental agents 
and the like, however, looked upon 
them as highly respectable. 


Six sons of a policeman, the 
Touhys—James, Thomas, Joseph, 
Edward, Rogér and John—were 
reared on Chicago’s west side, later 
entering the beer business in the 
northwest corner of Cook County, 
which they gradually took over for 
their own. No one then called

them gangsters. They lived in 
/suburban towns, always in good dis- 
'tricts, and their neighbors spoke 
of them as “nice, quiet people.” 


When Jim Touhy, the first of the 
clan to die, was killed in a road- 
house shooting, there was no 
gangster funeral, no crowds of 
mourners, no thousand-dollar cas- 
ket and masses of flowers from 
opposing mobs. The only repercus- 
sion was the fact that Joseph Tou- 
hy later murdered a man named 
Paul Pagan, who was accredited 
with the killing of Jim. Joseph 
was sent to prison on a sentence 
of from 10 years to life. He was 
out in four years. 

Then John was killed in a duel 
with a beer-joint owner who didn't 
like Touhy beer. 


Joseph followed him tn death, 
also because of his pride in the 
Touhy product. 

Now Roger was the leader, with 
Tommy Touhy as a quietly effi- 
cient assistant, and Edward in the 
background. Of mild appearance, 
he: was small, energetic, light of 
weight and soft of tongue; never- 
theless, all of the Touhys were val- 
iant. The business expanded. 

There were gang fights, struggles 
for territory, hijacking—carried on 
by ex-convicts, young gangsters, 
criminals from every part of the 
country. 

At last conditions began to 
change. Repeal approached; Con- 
gress passed the Beer bill. The 
Touhy gang began looking about 
for other means of getting money. 
They turned to kidnaping. 

How many persons were abduct- 
ed and held for ransom by this 
crowd is impossible to determine. 
They were underworld characters 
who would rather pay, keep silent 
and live than to have a big funeral. 
John (Jake the Barber) Factor, 
however, had a different idea. He 
had been returning one night from 
The Dels, a roadhouse near Chi- 
cago, when automobiles forced his 
car to the curb, and men with ma- 
chine guns, shotguns and revolvers 
took Jake the Barber away, telling 
him that they intended to hold him 
for $500,000 ransom, later reduced 
to $70,000. His family notified the 
police, who in turn called the Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 

Jake the Barber had been kid- 
naped in Northwest Chicago. In- 
vestigation showed that members 
of the Touhy gang had been at The 
Dels that night. Deductions were 
easy. Nobody but the Touhys had 
ever been able to do anything . 
Touhy territory. Then came & 

of luck. 
keene driver knocked 
down a pedestrian in Elkhorn, Wis., 
one night, about a week after John 
Factor was released. The police 
of Elkhorn went out in search of 
him, and among others, questioned 
four quietly evasive men ina se- 
dan, who insisted that they had 
disobeyed no laws. But an arrest 
was made. The car contained an 
automatic rifle, several revolvers, 
much ammunition, linen bandages, 
and a cotton rope. Here were four 
men apparently on a kidnaping ex- 
pedition. Chicago was notified. De- 
tectives and Special Agents hur- 
ried to Elkhorn. To jail went 
Roger Touhy and_ three of his 
gangsters, Edward McFadden, Gus- 
tave Schachtel and William Shar- 
key. Of course they wouldnt talk. 

Now, four men were under 4ar- 
rest, without much to hold them. 
Factor identified one of them, 
Sharkey, as having held a machine 
gun on him during the kidnaping, 
and the voice of Roger Touhy as 
that of the person who had threat- 
ened to kill him, while in captivi- 
ty. That was not enough to con- 
vict. 

The whole kidnaping must be

reconstructed. The place where 
Factor was held a captive must be 
discovered. Witnesses must be 
found to name the actual members 
of the kidnaping. Police and Spe- 
cial Agents went into the north- 
west part of Cook County—on an 
extensive search. At last a resi- 
dent of Glenview, a Chicago  sub- 
urb, said: 

“Well, now that you remind

HAT is the usual lot of a law- 
T entorcement officer—to remind 

good citizens—by a series of 
hundreds upon hundreds of ques- 
tions built up in the Bureau of 
Investigation by Mr. Hoover . al- 
most immediately upon the  pas- 
sage of the Kidnaping Act. By the 
answers, unless a person is devoid 
of all retentive powers, it is pos- 
sible to discover clues to the dis- 
tance traveled, the course’ taken, 
the surroundings of the place of 
captivity, the house itself, the peo- 
ple who acted as captors. 


So when the Glenview man point- 
ed out the house on the corner, it 
almost instantly became worthy of 
search. There had been a concen- 
tration of automobiles with many 
persons going and coming at night. 
Then the place suddénly had been 
deserted. There was a hedge— 
Factor had remembered brushing 
against it—and there was a -side 
door, leading down wooden steps 
to a basement. Special Agents and 
detectives went into the house and 
found it to be the place they 
sought. 


Flight had been hurried. Dis- 
carded clothing was found: a ma- 
chine-gun drum, a magazine cham- 
ber for an automatic shotgun, rolls 
of adhesive tape, such as is used 
for binding the eyes of kidnap vic- 
tims, a sweat shirt for a_bullet- 
proof vest. 

Even this cannot make a crim- 
inal case when the opposition is de- 
termined and the attorneys high- 
priced and shrewd. The rental 
agent of the house was interviewed. 
He had requested references from 
the renter, who of course, used an 
alias. One by one, these references 
were found. The wife of one pos- 
sessed important information. 

“I guess they used my husband’s 
name on account of me,” she said. 
“You see, I used to do some hem- 
stitching for a woman named Mrs. 
Henrichsen. I met a lot of people 
there; that’s how they must have 
gotten my name as a reference. 
Then one day Mr. Henrichsen ask- 
ed me if I would like to do some 
cooking for a Mr. Burns. So I 
took the job. There were a lot of 
men; people were coming and go- 
ing all the time. They had guns 
around and all that. Then one 
night there was an awful commo- 
tion in the basement. So I just got 
suspicious and quit.” 


“Of course,” asked an officer, 
“you didn’t think to notify the 
police?” 

“Well, I didn’t want to get in any 
trouble.” 

“I see.” That seems to be the 
greatest of all thoughts with the 
average person. And it’s an old 
story to law-enforcement men. 

They showed her pictures of 
some 15 members of the Touhy 
gang. She identified 10 of them. 
Factor identified the house. There- 
upon indictments were issued for 
Touhy, Sharkey, Gustave Schach- 
tel, Edward McFadden, Basil Bane- 
hart, known as the Owl; Charles 
(Ice Wagon) Connors and Albert 
Kator, alias August John Lamar. 
They had been identified from pho- 
tographs as the actual kidnapers. 
The Bureau of Investigation 
withdrew from the case, having 
acted only as an assistant. 

Then strange things happened. 
Jack Glutas, a reputed member of 
the gang, was jailed by law-en- 
forcement officers. Sharkey com- 
mitted suicide in a St. Paul jail. 
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FACTOR on his release for $50.- 


000 ransom, 12 days after his kid- 


naping. 


Henrichsen was arrested in his 
home as the result of the cook's 
information and turned State’s evi- 
dence, Edward McFadden was 
freed for lack of evidence. And 
when the case came to trial, the 
jury disagreed. The Touhy outfit 
must be tried again, with little 
chance, as it seemed, for success. 

Now the story moved to Char- 
lotte, N. C. A mail truck started 
away from the railroad station 
there with $105,000 in Federal Re- 
serve notes in one of the mail 
sacks. Suddenly a car cut into its 
path, blocking it. Four men with 
pistols and machine guns forced 
the driver and guard to the floor 
of the truck, snipped the rear lock 
with nippers, seized the money 
sacks and, leaping into the waiting 
car, made their getaway. There 
was a description of only one man 

that he walked with a limp. The 
Police ‘Inspector, Frank J. Little- 
john, started forth upon a slow, but 
meticulous, job of investigation. 

By a system of elimination, he 
determined that the robbers had 
used a stolen car and that they 
had left the State. The postoffice 
inspectors already were working on 
the case; now the interstate theft 
of a car brought the aid of the 
Bureau of Investigation. The in- 
spector also had found that an 
apartment had been suddenly va- 
cated. It had been occupied by two 
men, one of whom ate a great 
many grapes and threw the skins 
about freely. Two other men were 
visitors. One of them had walked 
with a limp. Days passed without 
further information. Finally a citi- 
zen mentioned to the inspector that 
a man who walked with a limp 
used to visit an apartment across 
the hall from where he lived, but 
now had disappeared. The inspec- 
tor with other officers went to the 
house, 

He found the occupants gone, 
having left behind a newspaper de- 
scribing the hunt for the mail- 
robber bandits. He found also, 
among other things, a number of 
grape skins, clothing, laundry and 
11 beer bottles which contained 
fingerprints. The expert of the 
Charlotte (N. C.) department de- 
veloped them, photographed them, 
and sent them in to the Identifica- 
tion Unit of the Bureau of Invest- 
gation at Washington. Back came 
the word that these were identical 
with the fingerprints of Basil 
Banghart, Ice Wagon Connors and 
Isaac Costner, members of the 
Touhy gang. Meanwhile the in- 
spector had traced down the laun- 
dry, piece by piece, identifying it 
as belonging to the three men, as 
well as to a fourth, Ludwig (Dutch) 
Schmidt. So again a hunt was on, 
this time with the Postoffice in- 
spectors, the police of Charlotte, 
and the Bureau of Investigation on 
the trail. 

Two things happened almost si- 
multaneously in that case. Both

the inspector and the special agents 
discovered that the Banghart crowd 
had traded their old cars for Au- 
burns, and that they had expressed 
a preference for this kind of car. 

Meanwhile, a patrolman in Balti- 
more had been eyeing two cars with 
Kentucky license plates which had 
stood for several days in front of 
an apartment house in a_ good 
neighborhood. The cars disap- 
peared. The policeman checked mp 
on nearby garages. At one he was 
told the owners had left town, after 
having gotten new Maryland li- 
cense plates for one of the cars. 
The number was 77—427, issued to 
Lawrence F. Collins. 

Special agents were looking for 
Charles Connors. This man’s name 
was Collins. The car was an Au- 
burn. The former license plates had 
come from Kentucky, where investi- 
gation by the inspector and special 
agents had shown members of the 
Touhy gang to have visited. It was 
sufficient for a checkup. The ap- 
plication blank was gained from 
the registry bureau. Special agents 
examined it.. The writing was not 
that of Lawrence Collins or of 
Charles Connors. It belonged to 
Basil Banghart. 

Then one night a patrolman te'e- 
phoned in to the Northern Police 
Station that he had spotted license 
number 77—427. The car stood in 
front of one of the most exclusive 
apartment houses in the city. Of- 
ficers hurried there. 

After a long period of waiting, 
they saw a man come out and 
closed in on him. It was Basil 
Banghart. They raided his apart- 
ment, while tenants insisted that it 
could not be true that any gang- 
ster ever would live in a fashion- 
able, expensive place like this. But 
the gangster had lived there, and 
in his apartment were found two 
machine guns with circle drums, 
two high-powered rifles, several re- 
volvers, four sets of false mus- 
taches, and $12,500 of the money 
resulting from the Charlotte mail 
robbery. More, the next day, while 
special agents were investigating 
the apartment, someone knocked at 
the door. The special agents invit- 
ed him in, whereupon he hastily 
declined.

James, of Bridgeport, Conn., look 
exactly alike. They are so similur 
that when the idea of crime appeals 
to one, it appeals also to the othar. 
They have been arrested together 
on several occasions. 

What then happened, their simi- 
larity of mannerisms, speech and 
general appearance was so marked 
that witnesses could not identify 
them separately in a courtroom. 
But when the matter of identity be- 
came that of fingerprint cards, 
there was utter dissimilarity. 

For ten years now, the Bureau 
of Investigation has been drumming 
this sort of information into the 
law-enforcement agencies of the 
country. It is surprising, therefore, 
to know that it was not until 1929 
that many of the largest cities n 
the country began to route all their 
fingerprinut records through Wash- 
ington. 

Today, New York files the prints 
of more than 21,000 persons a year; 
Philadelphia sends some 5000, and 
Los -Angeles sends 6000 or more 
prints where, until 197°, it sent onlly 
a few more than 1200 a year. 

Even with this tremendous in- 
crease, however, there are evidences 
that there is not yet absolute co- 
operation. This is best shown by 
the fact that Wichita, Kan., a com- 
paratively small town as compared 
with the large centers of popula- 
tion, sends three-fourths as many 
prints as are sent by Chieago, many 
times its size, and certainly more 
widely known for variegated crime. 
It sends one-fifth as many as come 
from New York City. It sends nea.-- 
ly three times as many as come 
from Indianapolis, and twice Aas 
many as are received from Detroit, 
with its smuggling activities across 
the adjacent border, Ks mixture of

population, its “Purple Gang,” and 
its close affiliations with the gangs 
remaining from the old Capone set- 
up in Chicago. 

Wichita’s name seldom’ gets in 
the newspapers either as the breed- 
ing spot of crime or as a place of 
perpetration. 

For that matter, Washington, D. 
C., with its high murder rate, its 
history of easily obtained paroles, 
its gambling and gang killings, did 
not even take the trouble until 1932 
to route. more than a casual num- 
ber of prints through the unit. The 
world's greatest collection of crim- 
inal records lay within walking dis- 
tance of police headquarters; yet in 
1931 only 537 fingerprints of sus- 
pected persons were turned over to 
the Identification Unit. With a 
change of viewpoint, the number 
jumped, in a, year to 2865 and is 
now more than 4000. 

There is a different condition in 
Italy; all police’ departments there 
are forced by statute to submit the 
fingerprints of all arrested persons 
to the National Bureau of Criminal 
Identification in Rome. The same 
is true of Norway, with its national 
bureau at Oslo. In Denmark statutes 
demand national co-operation with 
the central bureau at Copenhagen. 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Canada, 
Australia, the Bahamas, the Bar- 
badoes, British East Africa, Burma, 
Ceylon, South Africa and Zanzibar 
all are rigidly allied to the New 
Scotland Yard bureau in London. 
France sends its fingerprints im- 
mediately to Paris. Beyond all this, 
there is in Vienna the Internation- 
ale Kriminalpolizeiliche Kommis- 
sion, devoted to the interchange of 
criminal records from all over Eu- 
rope. And in Argentina, South 
America, the demands of finger- 
prints include not only criminals, 
but passport applicants, members 
of regulated professions, govern- 
mental employes, chauffeurs and 
taxicab drivers, with two results. 
There is a collection in Buenos 
Aires of some 2,250,000 prints equal- 
ing about one-fifth of the popula- 
tion of the nation. And there is 
an exceptionally small crime  per- 
centage. , 

In America, however, with its lo- 
cal jealousies, its loose way of hir- 

ing and firing police heads after 
almost every change of administra- 
tion, instances like the following 
are not unusual: 

A hotel in a small city informed 
the police that a guest had been re- 
ported by one of the maids as hav- 
ing two machine guns. A raid was 
made, the man arrested and the 
machine guns confiscated. The 
prisoner admitted that he had not 
signed his true name to the hotel 
register. He was taken into court 
and sentenced for the possession of 
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the guns. He immediateiy appealed 
the sentence and gave a cash bond 
of less than $1000 which he prompt- 
ly forfeited. 

Two things were wrong with 
that picture. One was that the pos- 
session of a machine gun, especial- 
ly by a person using an alias, 
should be a grave offense, certain- 
ly not one to be evaded by forfeit- 
ing a few hundred dollars on an 
pppeal bond. The second error 
was that the suspect's fingerprints 
were not taken and forwarded to 
Washington for inquiry as to a pre- 
vious criminal record, 

This man was a kidnaper. He 
was a robber of dangerous degree. 
He was an associate of murderers, 
if not himself a slayer. He was in 
this town to make preparations for 
a big holdup, the loot of which ran 
into six figures. Within a month 
the crime was committed, plus a 
number of others in the get-away, 
such as the stealing of automobiles. 
All this might have been prevented 
had there been a check-up on the 
fingerprints. At least two cities 
giadly would have sent for this 
man; a pink slip on his master 
card in Washington shouted the 
fact that he was badly wanted. 


By care in the fingerpriting of 
suspected persons, one of crook- 
dom’s great avenues of escape, the 
plea of mistaken identity, can be 
eradicated. In fact, it was a mate- 
ter of resemblance which gave fin- 
gerprinting its first true impetus in 
the United States. 


A new convict, a Negro named 
Will West, was being measured and 
photographed by the record clerk 
of the United States Penitentiary 
at Leavenworth, Kan., in 1903. At 
this time, every police department 
and penitentiary in the country op- 
erated only on the Bertillon Sys- 
tem. 


This was a complicated combina- 
tion of photography and anthropo- 
metrical measurements, which was 
constantly at the mercy of human 
trial and exceedingly human er- 
ror. The Negro submitted to the 
various measurements. Then the 
record clerk asked: 

“What was the matter? Did you 
try to escape?” 
“Who, me?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Then why are you being meas- 
ured again?” 

The Negro stared. 

“I'm not being measured again. 
Nobody never done nothin’ like this 
to me before.” 

That called for an acrid remark 
from the record clerk. He left the 
staring Negro and went to his col- 
lection of prison protographs. Re 
turning with a picture, he asked: 

“Isn't that you?” 

The Negro’s eyes grew larger. 

“Yas, suh!” he exclaimed. “Thag 
sho’ is me.” 

“And your name's William West?” 
“Yas, suh. That's my name.” 

“Then why do you try to tell ne 
you've never been here before?” 

Will West shuffled uneasily. 

“'Cause I ain't been here 
fore!” he argyed. 

This was getting nowhere. The 
record clerk proceeded with the 
measurements. He compared them 
with the measurements upon the 
card. They tallied. But Will West 
continued to insist that he never 
before had been in any penitentiary, 
At last the clerk dubiously inquired 
of the warden's office if Williaa 
West, convict number 2626, under 
life sentence for murder, was being 
dressed in again. 

“He’s not,” came the’ reply. 

“Then would you mind sending 
him in here?” asked the record 
clerk. “I've got a mystery on my 
hands.” 

William West was taken from his 
work in one of the prison factories 
and told to report to the record 
clerk. As he entered the room, he 
halted in amazement. Then these 
two. men merely stood and stared 
af™wach other, William West and 
Will West; both, it seemed, hag 
been cast from the same mold.

The prison warden, R. W. Me- 
Claughry, had become interested in 
fingerprinting. He ordered that 
these two men be thus recorded. 
This done, William West and Will 
West were absolutely different. One 
possessed whorls on his fingers en- 
tirely different in pattern from 
those of the other man. 

Shortly after this, Warden Me 
Claughry began the building of 
what was at that time the biggest 
fingerprint file in America. 

The records of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation show that Will West 
served his sentence of 10 years for 
manslaughter and went back into 
the world—evidently to move along 
straight lines. He was a young 
man when he entered Leavenworth; 
it may be presumed that he still 
lives. 

Wherever he may be, the under 
world gives him no thanks for his 
pilgrimage to the penitentiary. But 
for him, there might not have been 
an Identification Unit, catching 365 
badly wanted fugitives a month.

phere. Disturbances of the internal 
heat of the body can only occur 
within very narrow limits. Fevers 
above 104 are regarded as very dan- 
gerous if they persist any length of 
time. Lower temperatures, however, 
are even more dangerous than the 
high temperatures, and it is doubt- 
ful whether the body can survive 
if its internal temperature is lower 
than 97 for any length of time. 


The maintenance of this tempera- 
ture within a range of 5 degrees 
Fahrenheit is due to balance be- 
tween two forces. The forces which 
produce the heat of the body are 
the chemical processes of burning 
of foodstuffs. We all have a con- 
stant fire inside of us which keeps 
us at about the temperature of 
98 2-5. 


Heat loss, the other end of the 
balance, is accomplished in many 
ways; first, by breathing out air 
heated by the blood of the lungs, 
and, second, excretions from the 
body. But most important of all is 
the evaporation of perspiration. Of 
course, on cold days the skin loses 
heat in contact with the colder air 
and this is part of the balance, but 
on days with a temparture of 100 
or 110, the skin contact with this 
atmosphere would increase body 


heat, The mechanism that is called quite ridiculous.
